Those of you who voted today are to be commended. 
By doing so, you have performed an act of faith in the 
face of a national cynicism that sneers at the mere 
suggestion 
that 
the election 
process has any 
relationship to the improvement of the human con­ 
dition. 
Voting used to be a happy duty in the United States. 
It is too bad that recent exposures have reversed that 
trend. To vote now requires a fortitude sim ilar to 
displaying good manners in public places, such as 
giving up a bus seat to an elderly person. It does 
happen, but so infrequently as to be rem arkable when 
it does occur. 
There is reason for the citizens everywhere, not 
only Rush County, to be angry about what has been 
done to them and their country by government and 
government officials. People have been lied to and 
cheated. Their money has been wasted and stolen. 
They have been ignored and misued. It is not hard to 
make the argum ent that Americans who refuse to 
vote simply do not want to play sucker anymore. 
Yet failing to vote denies the possibility that 
m atters can be made better. It is a kind of civic 
catatonia, a turning away from the world and 
pretending that nothing can be done to improve 
anything. Society may be sick, but people who give up 
on their own lives when they still have some means or 
improving it may be even sicker. 
By now many have already gone out to the polls and 
cast their ballots. Now they have done their duty. 
What rewards can they expect? 
None. Voting confers an important piece of the 
decision-making action on individuals, nothing else. 
Those who want more, must simply do more work. 
If they 
want 
their elected 
representatives to 
represent them faithfully, they must let the public 
officials 
know 
what 
they 
want. 
This 
means 
everything from writing letters to joining pressure 
groups. 
Does citizen action work? You bet it does. It was the 
people who were willing to spend their tim e and 
money and risk their reputations by marching in 
demonstrations who started the chain of events that 
got the United States out of Vietnam. It was the public 
outrage at the Saturday night m assacre that started 
Richard Nixon on his final plunge. In these and many 
other episodes the politicans just followed the people. 
Ordinary citizens don’t get prizes if they get in­ 
volved. They may get better government if they take 
an interest, but they will get poorer government if 
they don’t. If you haven’t gone to the polls yet, take 
the time to do it. It may be more important than you 
think.

Placebo Has Rote in Treatment 


My husband is terribly ner­ 
vous. He behaves like a cat on a 
hot tin roof. His doctor told me 
that the pills he had given him 
were sugar pills. What benefit 
are they? — Mrs. M.J.A., Pa. 
Dear Mrs. A.: 
A “sugar pill” is known as a 
"placebo.” The word is a direct 
translation from the Latin, 
meaning, "I will be pleasing.” 
Placebos have been used in 
the practice of medicine for 
centuries. They serve a very 
important function when the 
patient’s symptoms seem to 
have no origin in actual disease. 
We, in the practice of 
medicine, know that in most 
instances patients come to a 
doctor’s office to have their 
symptoms explained, treated 
and removed. 
There are times when a 
patient’s symptoms persist and 
the doctor suspects they may be 
of emotional origin. In such 
instances, the doctor may 
prescribe a placebo in an effort 
to establish in his own mind the 
validity of the patient’s com­ 
plaints. 
This is not a dishonest 
technique to fool the patient. 
Rather, it is a valuable tool that 
gives the doctor greater insight 
into the nature of the com­ 
plaints.

The patient, too, plays a 
valuable role in this "sugar 
pill” experience. By some 
autohypnosis mechanism, relief 
from his symptoms may occur. 


Some people are particularly 
vulnerable to the effect of 
placebos. It’s an interesting 
observation that many solid 
personalities, unaccustomed to 
illness of any kind, may be the 
first to respond to a placebo. 
Many studies have been made 
by physicians and scientists. 
Some patients who, after 
surgery, responded well to 
morphine reacted just as well, 
in a high percentage of cases, to 
a placebo. 


Your husband’s highly tense 
and nervous state may have 
given his doctor the suspicion 
that some of his symptoms are 
not as realistic as he believes 
they are. Mind you, this does not 
mean that your husband is not 
suffering from these symptoms.

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The Frostbelt of 
the Midwest' is a better home for the 
growing solar industry than the Sunbelt, 
according to a report prepared by William 
.J. Watt, 
Indianapolis, chairman ol 
the 
Midwestern 
Governors 
Task 
Force 
on 
Energy and Natural Resources. 
A tentative draft of a multifaceted energy 
supply and development program for the 
Great Lakes states, written by Watt, has 
been reviewed by representatives of the 
governors and changed only in minor form. 
Watt now is working on the final draft to be 
presented later to the governors. 
The program calls for the Midwest to 
work together in trying to get a proposed 
federal solar energy research institute in 
one of the four states of this region that 
submitted proposals for it Those states are 
Michigan, Nebraska, Indiana and Minnesota 
The 15 midwestern governors jointly have 
submitted a letter to the Energy Research 
and Development Administration urging one 
of these four be selected 


The program also includes a coordinated 
effort to promote the Great Lakes region as 
a home for the growing solar industry. 
"While some would expect the Sunbelt to be 
the primary beneficiary of this industry, the 
nation’s heartland is in a position to bid for 
a large chunk of the industry, particularly 
because its 
location 
and 
transportation 
system 
offer 
marketing 
advantages 
to 
makers of solar hardware," the report 
states 
Here are some of the other proposals in 
the coordinated Great Lakes states energy 
supply and development program 


— Push for construction of the Trans- 
Canada natural gas pipeline from the Arctic 
slope to Chicago, where it would bring 
natural gas in substantial quantities to the 
Great 
Lakes states. 
The potential 
was 
estimated at 18 per cent of the total natural 
gas consumption in the 
15 midwestern 
states. 
— Work for deregulation of new natural 
gas supplies for a five-year period, which 
the report said will "restore reality to the 
pricing system and stimulate conservation.” 
Coupled with this would be an excess profits 
tax that contains a plow-back provision 
providing tax relief if excess earnings are 
dedicated to the exploration of new nastural 
gas supplies. 
— Petition the Federal Power Commission 
to suspend its restrictions against use of 
interstate pipelines for intrastate supplies. 
Such suspension would “have a favorable 
effect during periods of shortage because it 
would provide a method of deregulating 
prices for specific uses,” Watt wrote. 
— Insure that the Great Lakes region is 
self-sufficient in electric power generation. 
Watt commented that “the primary thrust 
will be with the individual states” although 
consideration should be given to interstate 
cooperation in water and site matters. 
— Seek a crash program under ERDA 
sponsorship to achieve 
a 
commercially 
feasible technology for the extraction of 
natural 
gas 
from 
shale 
deposits 
i n 
Appalachia 
and 
the 
eastern 
Midwest, 
including Ohio, Indiana and Michigan. 
— 
Promote

On The Farm Front 
Low Interest Rates 


By DREW VON BERGEN 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - Farmers and 
ranchers can now borrow more money at 
lower emergency interest rate to cover 
losses caused by natural disasters. 
Acting Agriculture Secretary John Knebel 
has issued revised 
rules to govern such 
loans 
handled 
by the 
Farm ers 
Home 
Administration. 
Farm emergency loans are made to cover 
the actual 
loss in a disaster and are 
repayable at a 5 per cent interest rate. 
If additional 
funds are 
necessary 
to 
restore proudction on a farm or ranch to 
predisaster levels, it is extended at the 
higher 
rates 
prevailing in 
the private 
market for comparable credit. 
Losses 
normally 
are 
determined 
by 
measuring actual production on a dis­ 
aster damaged farm against average yield 
of the farm. 
Knebel said under the new provisions a 
farm's production of traps or livestock will 
be figured as the average of its four high 
years out of the five years immediately 
preceding the disaster, instead of all five 
years as previously. That will allow a 
farmer or rancher to throw out the worst 
year of the five. 
In addition, a 
farmer 
may 
use 
the 
county's Crop Reporting Service average for 
four out of the five years immediately 
preceding the disaster in establishing his 


expected annual production of a crop not 
sold for cash. 
That allows a farmer to establish a norm 
for feed production even if he has not kept 
records on his farm because he used his 
feed crop to feed his own livestock.

If he has no 
record for the five years, he may use the 
county average. 
In any substitution, the farm er must 
certify that records for his own farm are not 
available.

On the first day of the sale Thursday, one 
woman bought a large framed photograph of 
th£ late football great Red Grange for $150.

settings.

Whose Dirty Linen?

It is British playwright Tom Stoppard’s 
latest farce, “Dirty Linen,” which had a 
most appropriate opening in Washington 
before 
heading 
to 
Broadway 
in 
mid- 
November 
Apparently 
endowed 
with 
as 
much 
prescience as his gift for wordplay, Stoppard 
managed to write and produce a play about 
sexual capers and cover ups in Parliament 
last April, just before the Washington sex 
scandals broke 
Substitute the word "Congress’’ for the 
word “Parliam ent" and the play becomes 
American It is a one-hour and 35-minute 
comedy about the House of Commons’ Select 
Committee 
on 
Morals 
in 
Public 
Life 
investigation of a “mystery woman" who 
has 
"gone 
through 
the 
ranks 
like 
a 
lawnmower in panties ” 
The woman, as is obvious from the very 
opening of the play, is the comely clerk of 
the committee, Miss Maddie Got ohed, who 
does 40 words a minute — talking The male 
members of the committee, of course, have 
known Miss Gotobed before, and during, the 
meeting. 
The comedy 
is lowbrow, the writing 
inimitably Stoppard highbrow. 
What moral there is in this comedy deals 
not with the public trust or sex and politics 
It is about the hypocrisy of the press, in this 
case the tabloid London press 
But it warrants a rethinking of the hubbub 
that enveloped Washington when it was 
learned some congressmen were committing 
adultery. 


Some of the English lingo has been 
adapted into American and, given Congress' 
similarity to Parliament, "Dirty Linen" is 
as topical as NBC’s “Saturday Night ’’ And 
funnier. 
The select committee's answer to the 
public scandal about Parliam ent’s behavior 
is to blame it on the press But it is left to 
the supposedly 
naive Miss 
Gotobed 
to 
articulate Stoppard’s differing viewpoint: 
"People don’t care what M P s do in their 
spare time, they just want them to do their 
jobs properly bringing down prices and 
everything Why don’t they have a select 
committee to report on what M.P.'s are up 
to in their working hours — that’s what 
people want to know." 


When a committee member declares that 
you can't ignore the newspapers, Miss 
Gotobed, taking notes sans c u l o t t e s 
disagrees 
indignantly: 
"Nothing 
would 
happen if you did They’ve got more people 
writing about football than writing about you 
and that’s in the cricket season "

coverage. But Miss Gotobed is not through, 
stating a thought accepted as fact by many 
in the audience at 'he West Edn ITieatre, 
not too far from the Watergate complex. 
Disagreeing with the notion that the press

sophomore journalism class: 


"They're not writing it for the people 
Hiey're writing it for the writers writing it 
on the other papers ‘Look what I've got that 
you haven't got.’

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Rush County Indoor Horseshoe Courts 
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Pitching Horseshoes; 
A Longtime Favorite 


By ALFRED G. BILLS SR. 
Horse shoes originated back in the early days of Greek 
Olympics. The average man could not afford a discus, so 
they fashioned rings of metal and put pegs in the ground 
and tossed at these pegs. 
Then the Roman and Greek soldiers started taking cast 
of shoes from horses and relaxing on the battle field by 
this method of the horseshoe gam e From this time on, 
men with incentive kept improving the gam e until it is 
played as it is today 
The Duke of Wellington stated that the Revolutionary 
War was won on the village green by pitchers of horse 
hardware. Our forefathers were ardent players of the 
horse shoe gam e and almost everyone played. 
Horseshoes have been played in the United States from 
that tim e on, but no trace of organized play in the United 
States can be found until 1899 when a club was formed in 
Meadville, Pennsylvania 
In 1920, the game became 
played as it is today. It was at this time that a governing 
body was formed and it adopted rules. 
Development of open shoe pitching and a standard size 
shoe with regulation size and weight was the first step of 
the new governing body. 
' * 
Horseshoe pitching is an inexpensive game. The act of 
throwing a shoe and the walk between the stakes and the 
bending to pick up the shoes is a good exercise for the 
young and old alike There are also many famous people 
who pitch horse shoes 
Admiral Chester K Nimity was an ardent fan belonging 
to the Moss Wood Horse Shoe Club in Oakland, California. 
President Harry S Truman had horse shoe courts built at 
the White House World champion horse shoe pitchers 
range in age from 16 years to 80 years There are also 
women champs and junior champs (17 and under). 
Here in Rush County, we have a fine eight court pitching 
facility where tournaments are held seven months out of 
the year Pitchers come from all over the United States to 
these courts. 
Some very fine pitchers from New Castle are in the 
weekly leagues 
There are men from Connersville, 
Greensburg and Rushville who throw 80 ringers out of IOO 
and there are som e beginners that throw 20 out of IOO 
shoes 
There is open practice pitching every weekend that 
doesn't have a tourney, and there is time for teaching 
beginners from IO years and up. Rush County and the 
surrounding area have as fine a group of horse shoe pit­ 
chers that one will find anywhere in the United States 
Horse shoe pitching is very good for elderly people as it 
is not an exhibition of strength, but a relaxing sport 
played at one’s own pace. Some doctors have told their 
patients that they should pitch horse shoes to strengthen 
and build their bodies inside Even som e heart patients 
and post surgery patients use horse shoe pitching as a 
form of recuperation 
The Hush County pitching courts are located above the 
Coca Cola Bottling Co at First and Morgan Streets. They 
are owned and operated by Alfred G. Bills Sr Everyone is 
welcome to com e and pitch or just to look around The 
National Horse Shoe Hall of Fam e is on display all winter 
Horse shoe pitching is good family fun and senior

Blackman and Bo Wagner have 
been in show 
business and 
making 
music 
for over 
15 
years, and with late success 
coming on the heels of their 
first gold record, “Moonlight 
Feels Right,” you’d think the 
leaders of Starbuck would be 
cynical 
But they have been 
together for eight years and are 
happier than flapjacks in syrup 
about their belated success. 
Blackm an 
and 
W agner 
formed Starbuck two years ago 
and took off on a promotional 
tour of 214 radio stations, with 
demos of their music in hand 
spanning more than 8,000 miles 
Tile trip cost $6,000 and they 
used two cars to the breaking 
point.

Magic Is Enjoying A Renaissance

NEW YORK (UPI) — It was 
lunchtime at a midtown m en’s 
club 
built 
on 
fantasies 
of 
another sort, but The Bunny 
couldn’t wait to show her new 
trick to The Magician, 
the 
black-bearded 
man 
holding 
court in the corner booth. 
“Watch,” 
said 
bunny-cos- 
tumed Merrie Terrell, balanc­ 
ing a tray of martinis at her 
left shoulder while she fingered 
matches in her right hand. The 
matches appeared to switch 
from white to black in color. “I 
stayed up most of the night 
practicing.” 
The magician was pleased. 
He showed 
her a 
way 
to 
improve the illusion. 
“You 
see?” 
said 
Harry 
Blackstone 
Jr., 
a 
second- 
generation wizard, turning to 
his table companions. “Magic 
is coming back. 
“They say that magic is the 
second oldest 
profession,” 
added Blackstone, who got his 


start in the profession cleaning 
rabbit cages for his famous 
father. “But for so long we 
were in a period in which 
surrealism had no place, with 
the coming of television, the 
Vietnam war, the space pro­ 
gram, etc. 
“From the days of the pagan 
priests, 
the 
illusionist 
had 
relied on the audience’s willing­ 
ness to believe.” 
Perhaps it’s part of the trend 
toward nostalgia, but magic is 
indeed enjoying a renaissance 
today. And television, which 
may have contributed to its 
earlier decline, is a factor in its 
revival. 
Even 
though 
Bill 
Bixby’s 
popular 
series, 
“The 
Magi­ 
cian,” is now in reruns, two 
m ajor 
netw orks 
scheduled 
magic specials this fall. 
Hundreds of magic specialty 
stores are springing up all over 
the country and toy manufac­ 
turers 
have 
found 
a 
new 


I Christmas craze in magic sets 
Amateur magicians are turning 
out for conventions in IO times 
their former numbers and the 
once-hungry 
pros 
are 
now 
finding ample bookings. 
And on a recent night, a 
truck driver walked up to the 
ticket window at New York’s 
Cort Theatre and shelled out 
$72 to take his kids to see “The 
Magic Show,” the Broadway hit 
now in its third year starring 
the young Canadian magician, 
Doug Henning. 
“I wish I knew the exact 
reason,” said TV veteran Mark 
Wilson, who dabbles in magic 
in 
a 
big, 
corporate 
way. 
“There’s a big interest in tennis 
now, too. Why?” 
Wilson was the pioneer of 
network television magic in the 
Sixties with his show, “ The 
Magic Land of Allakazam.” 
which ran two years on CBS 
and five on ABC, and he was 
the sole creative consultant for 


the Bixby series. He likes to 
think those shows helped ignite 
the renaissance. 
“After the end of vaudeville, 
the only place the magician 
was working was in nightclubs 
and fairs,” he said. 
“Now, 
through television, the public is 
being exposed to really good 
magic.” 
A record 1,700 amateurs and 
professionals registered for a 
recent convention of the Society 
of 
American 
Magicians 
in 
Philadelphia. (The magicians 
checked out of the Bellview 
Stratford Hotel just before the 
ill-fated Legionnaires checked 
in.) 
We use to have only 200 to 
300 at those meetings,” said 
Wilson, 
who’s 
son 
Greg 
is 
already a pro at age ll. 
Wilson said a few years ago 
there were only 20 to 30 magic 
specialty stores in all of the 
United States.

Ted Erickson, a spokesman 
for the Toy Manufacturers of 
America, said his industry first 
started noticing the trend about 
two years ago and ifs still 
building.

the traditional tricks of the 
masters of theatre’s oldest art, 
which had its origins 3,500 
years ago in Shamanism and 
the priesthood. Most times, it is 
only new packaging for illu­ 
sions created by such men as 
Harry Kellar, Howard Thur­ 
ston, Charles Joseph Carter 
and, of course, the tormented 
Harry 
Houdini 
during 
the 
golden age of magic from 1875 
to 1925. 
Much of that tradition 
is 
preserved in The Magic Castle, 
a private club in California for 
some 4,000 m em bers of the 
Academy 
of 
Magical 
Arts, 
whose 
board 
of 
directors 
includes Wilson and actor Cary 
Grant. 
But the magician is adapting 
to the contemporary world. As 
Wilson insists, “new tricks are 
being invented all the time.” 
And with the Bixby series, the 
magician shed the cloak of the 
villain and became the hero.
